was  a  tolerable  Proficient  in  Learning,  elpecially  (De-

Account  of  Money  dkburfedy  I 
could  always  make  up  all.  Deficiences, .  by  inferring  aw 
Article  call’d  Contingences,.  whereof,  it.  was  not  proper', 
to  name  the  Particulars;  an.  Article,  which  hood  me 
in  as.  much  ftead  as  Secret-Service  Money  has  done  ob¬ 
late  Years  to  fome  Statel'mem 

Having  finilh’d  my  Studies  at  School,  my  Pather  re¬ 
mov’d  me  to  Oxford ,,  where,  by  declaiming  publickly, 
and'  often  defending  the  wrong  Side  of  the  Queftion, 

I  learnt  a  con f unmate  Impudence ;  a  Talent' which  has 
likewife  heen  of  no,  fmall  Benefit  to  me  in  my  Poft 
of  premier  Excifeman,  wherein  <  I  have  often  been  forced 
to  defend  what  has  been  againft  all  Reafon  or  j fnfiice.: 
{ the ...  Place,  where  great  Villains  thrive  beft.)

Like  thol'e  who  love  to  fijh  in  troubled  Waters,  I 
always  fared  the  belt  when  Things'  went  worft  with  the 
Corporation ;  accordingly,  a  Set  of  Rajcals  having 
plunder’d  the  Community,  and  brought  it  into  the  ut- 
moft  Diftrels,  I  made  them  believe  I  could  retrieve 
Matters,  tho’  1  never  deflgn’d  it,  whereby  I  got  again 
into  Flay,  and  found  the  Means  to  fcreeir  the  Orien- 
ders,  who  greas’d  me  well  in  the  Lilt  for  my  Pains,  t 

Being  again  got  into  Office,  1  bent  all  my  Thoughts 
how  to  fecure  myfelf  therein,,  which  I  loon  did  by  the 
Dint  of  Money  w’ell  apply ’d  amongft  my  Fellow- 
Managers,  who  thereupon  conniv’d  at  my  fleecing  the 
Community  at  Plea lure ;  accordingly,  I  quickly  engrolVd 
feveral  of  the  molt  lucrative  Poits  to  myfelf,  ahd.co.or 
fer’d  the  Remainder  either  upon  my  own  Family,  .  or 
thofe  upon  whom  I  could  entirely  depend.  This  you 
may  be  fure  occafion’d  no  final!  Murmurs,  but,  whilh 
I  kept  my  Places,  I  little  valued  the  Complaints  of  my 
Enemies,  which,  to  confefs  the  Tru\th,  were  all  whom 
I  did  not  keep  in  Pay,  and  bribe  to  Silence. 

Things  went  on  then  very  glorioufly,  I  knew  no  End 
of  my  Riches,  which  flow’d  in  upon  me  daily,  by  my 
having  the  ablolute  Difpofal  of  all  the  Places  in  the 
Corporation,  which  1  never  gave  to  thofe  that  came 
empty-handed ;  not  that  I  was  ever  feen  to  take  Mo¬ 
ney  myfelf,  but  I  employ’d  a  trufly  Man,  who  Was 
the  Mediator  between  me  and  the  Candidates^  and  who.

It  muft  be  own’d,  I  made  Hay  whilft  the  Sun  ffiin’d, 
as  all  wile  Men  ought  to  do,  and  I  can’t  lay  but  I  had 
lufficient  Opportunities,  as  the  poor  People,  by  whom 
1  was  intruited,  found  to  their  Coft;  for  1  was  but  an 
ill  Shepherd,  I  not  only  (bear’d  ’em,  but  ftripp’d  ’em 
ot  their  Skins.  Should  I  enumerate  the  many  Ways 
and  Means  I  had  to  fleece  them,  Pollerity  would  hardly 
believe  that  their  Anceffors  cou’d  be  lb  much  lmpofed 
on,  and  would-  have  borne  my  Exactions  lo  long,  and 
lb  tamely;  -never. theft  is,"  as/a  Lie  will  not  now  do  me 
any  Service,  and  I  dm  a  dying  Man,  I  will  for  once 
be  ingenuous.  (  ,  ,j 

I  have  .already  obfer.vgd  that  I  raifed  a  comfortable 
Penny  out  of  t  he'  Hay  for  the, .Country  Attornies  Horles, 
and  by  fcrecmng  certain  Rajcals  who  had  plunder’d  the 
Corporation,  wherefore  1  ijhaH  lay  mo  more  upon  that 
Head,  .but  proceed  to  Tome  other  memorable  Exploits, 
which  will  be  remember’d  when .  I  ihali  oe  no  more, 
and  which  are  very  lingular  in  their  Kind;, 

P  For  inftance,  a  neighbouring  Corporation  that  was 
dependent  on  ours,  being  in  great  Wane  ot  Copper  for 
their  neceflary  Uies,  I  torm’d  a.,  Scheme  to  i'upply  ’em 
with  a  lufficient  Quantity  of  .a  baler  Metal  at  treble 
the  intrinhek  V alue,  whereby,1  if  it  had  taken  Effect, 

I  ffioukt 
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I  fhould  have  trick’d  them  out  of  all  their  Gold  and' 
Silver.  In  the  next  Place,  whereas  it  is  cuftomary  in 
all  good  Governments  to  prohibit  and  difcourage  Swear¬ 
ing,  I  not  only  contrived  to  fet  all  the  Corporation  a 
{wearing,  but  made  them  pay  fo  much  a  Head  for  that 
Priviledge.  '  • 

My  next  admirable  Contrivance  was  to  get  a  Tax 
laid  upon  all  the  Victuallers  in  the  Corporation  for  the 
Benefit  of  not  having  the  Liberty  to  fend  out  their 
Beer  in  their  own  Pots,  by -which  Means  moft  of  them 
loft  a  Third  of  their  Cuftomers :  This  was  a  good  Way 
to  keep  them  humble.  For  fear  likewife  that  the  Cor¬ 
poration  fhould  grow  too  rich,  and  not  bear  tamely 
with  my  Exactions,  I  perfuaded  them  yearly  to  remit 
a  large  Sum  of  Money  Abroad  for  the  Support  of 
foreign  Lawyers,  who  could  never  be  of  any  Service 
to  us,  left  our  own  fhould  not  be  able  to  impoverish 
them  Sufficiently. 

Then  as  I  was  generally  outwitted  in  all  the  Affairs 
I  tranfadted  for  the  Corporation  with  its  Neighbours^,  I 
ufed  under-hand  to  give  their  Agents  a  large  Sum  of 
Money  to  bring  them  over,  to  my  Purpofe,  and  when 
I  was  call’d  to  an  Account  for  the  fame,  I  put  it  un¬

By  this  Means  I  ftav’d  off  the  evil  Day  for  a  long 
Time,  and  thinking  myfelf  iecure  fpar’d  for  no  Rapine 
of  Oppreffion,  behaving  myfelf  with  the  utmoft  lnfo- 
lence  to  all  around  me,  tho’  infinitely  my  Betters!  As 
I  had  a  prodigious  Influence  over  my  Principal,  I  allow’d 
no-body  to  be  admitted  to  any  Share  in  his  Favour, 
but  would  not  previpuily  truckle  to  me,  and  lubmit  to 

'do  all  my  dirty  Wdrk  ;  accordingly  molt  of  thole  of 

■.  a  r  •'* '  ■  the 
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the  beft  Rank  in  the  Corporation  were  remov’d  from 
all  Offices,  to  make  Way  for  my  Creatures. 

As  this  occafion’d  great  Heart 'burnings ,  it  is  no  Won¬ 
der,  that  I  had  many  Enemies  among!!  the  wifeft  and 
honefteft  Men  in  the  Corporation ;  but  1  little  valu’d 
that,  as  long  as  I  kept  my  Station ;  for,  having  it  in 
my  Power  to  gain  ovei-,  and  oblige  great  Numbers, 
whilft  the  Trealiue  of  the  Corporation  pafs’d  thro’  my 
Hands,  I  always  made  fecure  of  a  Majority  in  the  Af- 
fembly  of  Deputies,  whenever  any  Point  was  to  be  de¬ 
bated,  which  I  imagin’d  would  atfeffc  my  Intereft. 

It  was  owing  to  this  indeed  chiefly,  and  not  to  any 
Delert  or  Abilities  of  Mind,  that  I  preferv’d  mylelf  lo 
long  in  Power,  nor  could  I  have  been  contented  when  I 
was  well  without  gralping  flill  at  more,  which  probably 
has  haftned  me  to  this  untimely  Fate  ;  but  it  is  im- 
poffible  to  avoid  our  Deftinies,  and,  according  to  the 
old  Proverb,  viz.  The  Man  that  is  born  to  be  hangd  mill 
never  be  drowned. 


It  is  true  many  Storms  have  been  raifed  againft  me 
before  now,  but  I  have  had  the  Cunning  to  weather 
them  all,  by  faciificing  from  lime  to  1  ime  lame  of 
my  Underlings,  and  laying,  the  Blame  of  all  Milcar- 
riages  upon  them ;  this  I  did  frequently  to  Jcreen  my 
felf,  without  any  Compunction,  altho’  they  happen’d 
to  be  my  beft  Friends,  and  had  done  me  never  lo 
much  faithful  Service,  it  having  been  a  conltant  Prin¬ 
ciple  with  me,  that  Gratitude,  Religion,  and  all  the 
mod  facred  Ties  in  the  World  ought  to.  truckle  to  Self- 
Intereft,  and  Self-Prefervation  :  1  wifh  I  had  confulted 
my  own  Safety  as  well  to  the  laft.  I  confefs  freely 
tho’,  that  it  is  not  out  of  any  Remorfe  of  Confidence 
that  I  fay  this,  for  X  only  repent  of  my  Imprudence 
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in  making  an  ill  Ufe  of  my  Power,  becaufe  it  brings 
me  to  Punilbment,  and  has  occa  hon’d  my  Fall  other- 
wife,  if  l  had  again  the  fame  Power,  i  fhouid  agalq 
ufe  it  in  the  fame  Manner. 

My  •  laid  barefaced  Attempt  then  to  bring  ,  the  whole 
Corporation  into  Slavery,  enraged  and  exafperated  all 
the  Community,  inlomuch  that  even  thole  who  had 
before  been  my  fait  Friends  turned  Tail,  and  oppos’d 
me  with  the  greateft  Relblution  which  brought  me  to 
fuller  the  dreadtul  Punishment  that  is  now  relerved  for 
me.  Unpity ’d,  unlamented,  and  detefted  Shall  1  fall ; 
my  ill-gotten  Gains  mult  be  refunded ;  my  fumptuous 

mily  have  no  other 
oi  uelonging  to  fuch 

F  have  the  Comfort  however  in  my  Fall,  that  it  was 
no  Want  of  Good-Will  I  did  not  carry  my  Scheme,  I 
labour’d  hard,  and  had  brought  it  almoff  to  a  Moot- 
Point  whether  the  whole  Community  fhouid  be  utterly 
ruin’d  or  myfeif;  ’us  true  they  have  got  the  Better, 
at  laft,  but  liill  the  Attempt  was  glorious,  and  will  be 
remember’d  many  Years  after  I  am  reduced  to  Alhes. 

To  conclude,  good  Veople ,  i  fhall  take  my  Leave  of 
ye  with  this  Prayer,  that  ye  may  bear  Witneis  1  die 
hard,  and  fcorn  Repentance ;  may  my  Succefior,  who¬ 
ever  he  be,  prove  as  great  a  Thorn  in  your  Sides  as 
1  have  been,  and  I  need  wifh.ye  no  world  Plague.  Ha¬ 
ving  thus  laid,  the  People  being  impatient,  threw  him 
into  the  Flames  with  load  Acclamations  and  Huzza’s, 
where  he  was  initantly  confum’d,  to  their  infinite  joy 
and  Satisfaction.
